The water remained almost sta- 
tionary until the first of August, when, or 
a few days after, it was ^observed «, fall 


gradually, and upon the the twelfth of the 
came month tho waters had reached their 
original level ; and the first day of Sep- 
tember they had fallen ten feet bslow low 
water mark, exposing hundreds of acres 
that had never been seen above the surface 


of the water. 
At that point the 1 ake

retnaint, having maintained a stationary 


position for nearly thrte months. 


The most singular feature of this phe- 


nomena has just developed itself, and may 
give to scientific men a solution to the mys- 
tery.
